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1, As a result of Argentina's current shortage of dollars, EE 
the Argentine Government will be forced to purchase or barter with Soviet 
satellite nations for her much neeced oil<drilling and mining equipment. 
Several European petroleum experts and technicians hava recently been con= 
tracted by the Argentine Government to assist in the development of the 
Yacimientos Petroliferos Fiscales (YPF). Many of these experts, some of 
whem are from Czechoslovaiia, are bringing their om well<drilling equip~ 
nent with them. Jozef Skamletz, Hungarian mineral expert who arrived in 
Argentina aboard the Yugoslav ship Partizanka and who brought technical 
mining equipment with him, has beer employed by the Argentine Government. 


2. Dr. Leopoldo Chmela and Zdenek Blazej, officials of the Czechoslovak National 
Bank who arrived in Buenos Aires 9 June 1918 to discuss provisions for trade 
expansion between Czechoslovakia and Argentina, were said to have been well 
received by the Argentine officials during their brief stay in Argentina. 
President Peron offered his private plane to take the Czech representatives 
on a tour of Argentina; the offer was rejected, however, because of the 
representativest lack of time. They departed from Buenos Aires 17 June 19h8 
to raturn to Prague. Chmela will return in August to conclude negotiationa 
on the Argentine-Czech commercial treaty. 


3. While in Buenos Aires, Chmela conferred with Stefan Szumowski, Polish Minis- 

ter in Argentina, They agreed that their respective countries should not 
enter into competition for Argentine trade, as that would be injurious to 
both of their countries,
